- Here we ſee Baptiſm allow d by the 
Church of Eng/andin Caſes of Neceffity 
to be adminiſter'd by private Perſons 
condemn'd by Presbyterians, as alſo the 
Uſe of Fonts.

16 Years Impriſonment for them, with- 
out ever recanting, and dy'd in her Obs 
ſtinacy, ordering her Body to be bury'd 
in the Fields. The Congregation Traſb! 
left behind him ſpread his Errors, which:

Traſb himſelf for his Judaica! Opini- 
ons was cenſur'd in the Star- Chamber, 
and order d to be ſet upon the Pillory at 
Weſtminſter, and fi om thence ta be whip- 
ped to the Fleet, there to temain Priſoner 
three Years,after which he writ a Recan- 
tation of his Errors. Theophilus Bra- 
born was: allo a great Preacheg of theſe 
Judaica! Obſeryations, and puniſnh'd by 
the Star- Chamber, and afterwards writ 
a Book of the Sabbath.
